Tbe 
report in part le as fdUows: 

Wb«t Is the object of this alleged 
vttack on tb« Integrity of the United 
States and the proof that any at- 
tack is being made? Answering the 
Brst question: linperla.1 amiblt on, 
the persistent and noYer-changlng 
methods of British diplomacy ihave, 
dtiring 300 yeank .Jsereaaed on 
Idand ktagdkini of 10.000 aquare 
mttee to an enplTe of IS.OOO.OOO 
iqtMre milee— <nore tbAn one-half of 
tbe Inhabited fertile land area of tbe 
irorM — and from a population of 
about 6,000,000 to a combined rul- 
ing and subjugated papulation cf 
more lh:ai half a billion Muls. 

To achieve this remilt Kim to w d, 
during the gen^'rations, by th« ai»i 
In which It is IndubttMbty tbe maa- 
t«r oC the wiid, bit mfieeaafully 
wi«ek«d enrery aatton tiwit aspired 
t» bo Its oompetltor ter any consid- 
•niU* abare of tbe vMv^d'e com- 
iiiM«« or ifor equality of political 
power among the Statps of the 
world. As the result of thla polloy 
Brlt&in has, by intrlguo, propaganda 
and alMance, dertroyed in tnm 'Um 
coaunenclal power of Spain, HcAaai, 
Deamark, ITVance Had, dxurUif tbs 
malt irorM war, that of Auitrla* 
GtaBcaiy aad Oermany. 

Tb«ra remain today only two na- 
tion yft^h are real competitors of 
BB«jtad — Japan and the United 
Btatee. Japan, being in hope of en- 
joyment of the fruits .jif Its aecret 
treatlea, la for th<? pr»'<ient n ot in 
danger; 1!he only rem«talBif ■eeSB 
petltor to Britain Is the United 
BUtes, which Is now being allured 
Into a permanent alliance, te be 
followed by a fonual reonlon. for 
wbichi iu propsgaiwta aerrloe It fer- 
rcotly ait irodc to create a favorable 
■entiment ta this country. 

What are the proofs that this con- 
spiracy Is under Tvay? it has never 
esased for over HO years. Since 
MkMiial times we have always had 
a considerable part of the popula- 
tion who opposed ■our national inde- 
pendent existeooe from British con- 
trol. Tbe Tories were one-balf, if 
not UMTS, of tb« popolatfon ot Wasfa- 
iacton's time. They poUltcaUy con- 
trolled MassaotaMsetU in tbe war of 
1812 and were lantely in evidence 
during the civU war. It is, however, 
only during the last ttoee yeara that 
the mod'ern Anglophdlee have come 
out into the open and shown tbem- 
•elv«e in their true cotors. 

The first effect ot the British pro- 
paganda oanpaim bas been to un> 
dermine tbe CoondaiUom o( o«r na^ 
UoBtf lira br tampering with the 
children In tbe public schools. As 
can be shown conclusively, this al- 
ready has made suibstanti.tl progreus. 
The history of the Revolution has 
been rewritten. In the words of Dr. 
James K. Moemer, IjL. D., in his 
tbistory of eiamuel Adeime in the 
American statesmen series, page 
ICS: "Tbo objections to a connec-. 
tton witb Bncland, ao tmporUnt a 
Muidred Ttars acok bMW Mm. to 
a large extent, sot asMs;** and fur- 
tbw, "The time mny come through 
some application of the Federal 
priniolple that they (th^ United 
States and Great Britain) may come 
together into a vaster United States, 
the pathways to whose scattered 
parts shall be subjected veas." 

After Lord Norttaollffe's return to 
England, following bis Tlalt to tbe 
United States in 1917. U was report- 
ed to Parliament that be bad left 
here fl60,000,000 for propaganda 
and 10,000 agenU. In that year a 
Pourth of July demonstratioin was 
held in London, during which 
George Haven Putnam, the h«ad of 
one of the largest boolt publishing 
bouses in this country, made the fol- 
lowlnc oboamttens: 

"Ths feelings and prejndtees of 
Americana oooeaminc tbetr trans- 
Atlantle kinsfolk were shaped tor 
my generation, as for the boys of 
every generation that had grown 
up slnco 1775, on text books and 
histories th.Tt presented unhist.^rioai, 
partisan and often distorted views of 
the history of the first English col- 
onies, of the events of the Revolu- 
tion, ot the issnea tbnt brought 
sAMut tbe war ot ISIS-IS and the 
grievances ct ini-65. 

"The inflosooe of the British ele- 
ments in our populatloa has proved 
snffloiently strong to liable tbe Bng- 
llRb-Amerioana to bring It under con- 
trol and to weld It inio a nation 
that, in Its common character and 
p1lil>06ee, is English. Text books 
are now bolng prepared which will 
present Juster historical accounts of 
Uie events o.f 1776-83, 1812-15 and 
1811-61^." 

The most dangerous and un-Amer- 
loan ot tbe British propaganda argu- 
ments Is tJiat aibout "Anglo-SaxcHi 
civilisation." bocause It la the oldest 
and liaa the most dlBtinpuIiilKvi ad- 
rccfttee. By dint of iteration and re- 
Iteration tills uncontradicted false- 
hood has actuaJly brought about in 
the United States the subconscious 
acceptance of a misleading idea 
vrtileb during tbe last fifty years has 
grown until it is ooormonly used, 
rat nobody kaowa wliat it 



means. One of Ks tiigli prierti). 
President NKbctas Murray Butler, 
of C'olumibia University, recently de- 
scribed wibat ba csUs tbe "Anglo- 
Raxon impulse" in tbe LottdOB 
Times. 

".Nothing seems to me more clear 
than that the world desperately 
need^ for its leadership, guldanoe 
and safety pracissly those Qnalltlos 
of oriad and cbaraotaT known In 
modem history as Anglo-Sason. It 
Is tb« extraordinary persistence of 
the ^ngJo-Saxon impulse whlefli 
brought America into existence; it 
Ib the underlying and controlling fact 
In American life. It lias furni8hed 
the war through which the shuttle 
of time and obange has carved the 
threads 'whUh enake Amarloan big* 
torjr. 

"DMVlte the large Irish, German, 
Mavie, Italian, ficandlnavlah and 
Jeiwlsh additions to the original 
American poipulation, the Anglo- 
Saxon impulse hotde its own. In 
America it Is repeating, on a lareer 
fcalp, the history of Kngland, and 
It Is drawing to itself support and 
strength from the other and varied 
nationalltlea tbat ars hare Joined 
to It. 

"The BscIiHb laacaa«e overrules 
th« 'lanmlgrants* native tongue, if 
not In tbe first generation, certainly 
In the second, and the English com- 
mon law, with its statutory amend 
ment£ and additions, displaces the 
immigrants' customs of life and 
trade with a x««ldltj tbat Is truly 
astonishing." 

Tbe Anigl»ea»m lamlse was and 
is not In tbe least responsible for 
the progress ot tihe United States. It 
had nothing to do with the Spanish 
in Plorida, the Huegenota in Vir 
gilnia, the Swedes in Delaware and 
New .Ter«ey, the Dutch In New York 
and i'ciini^ylvania, and the Celts In 
Maryland and Pennsylvania.

Prom Iiondioai it has been cabled 
that a dsftnito dato !• now fixed (or 
introdttetlon «t the Irlsb Oorerar 
ment bW. On or about Thursday, 
Daeeoilber 4, tbe Oo«miuneot <w111 lay 
upon tbe ta4>le of the House of Com- 
motua the Irisih proposals, which will. 
In the l>ellef of tho coalition sup- 
porters, "at least command discus- 
sion both in the United Kingdom 
and beyond the s^^as." The lyondon 
Chronicle, wbiich is tinderstood to re- 
flect tbe Frinto Minister's views, 
says: 

"Tbe QdnrennaentB ars widiful 
tbnt tbe Irisb MM sbmuM be exam- 
ined thoroughly by every one inters 
esied, and tli«y are not too likely to 
take any further step with* "-egard 
to it until after <;hri»tmas.* By the 
time the s^^ond reading Is fixed, 
therefore, full f>i>i>ortunlfy will have 
been given to fhe formation of pub- 
lic opinion as to its practloabillty. 
Tbe opinion <A the people of tAie 
iTnt^ f i 1 pmt > Ml ssisjnPt tn de- 
cision of a Paitkanentary gnisasore 
of course, 'but It wfll have a certain 
effect on pubHc opinion in Ireland 
and Great Britain. The point of In- 
terest to Americans probably will lie 
in tho fact that the scheme will con- 
tain aM «"lemenia of lo<al Govern- 
ment, as local Goveroraem is under- 
Ftood in Aaertea, and It abould, 
therefore, eoanoend ItaMt to tbat 
people as a resaooaMo p r oposM for 
settieibsBt"

In their official report c<f their ed- 
ucational movement for ex-8e>Tlce 
men, the Knights of Columbus show 
«bM oat er • tott*^ 4»«1M» avplioar 
tlons for the 100 aobolarBtalps they 
offered last August to veterans of 
the war 967 applicants qualified for 
preliminary exaanlnation. Applica- 
tioos were receHred from every State 
In the Union. Over 100 came from 
men in France and one from an 
American soldier in Oermany. The 
Knights increased the number of 
wholarsdiips from 100 to a number 
sufficient to aooonuiMMlate the men 
who passed tbe entiwwe examination 
set by the Iflistttntion they deeired to 
enter. Of Khe 9<I7 over 800 (mall- 
fied; 284 are now in school and 
others will be placed. It is expected 
ttiat the final roster of K. of C. ex- 
service scholars will contain 'between 
350 and 450 names. 

Not one of the men selected by 
the Knlgbts had other prospects of 
recelvliw fala(her technical or acad- 
emic eiqieation. Tbe Knights pro- 
vide them with todtlon, board and 
lodging and books. In canes where 
the men live off campus they are 
allowed ISO per month for living ex- 
penses, a sum In excess of that 
given by nioirt large endowments. 
The bulk of the aippUcante selected 
technical courses In englneeiring, 
mining, agrtcultore, eto. They have 
been plaoed to these mnnbera: Mas 
saebosetM bHtttnte of Tsobnology, 
44: XJatremtir at Pennsylvania, 26: 
Unlvenrtty of niinnls. 80; George- 
town Foreign Servico School, 25; 
Sheffield S^elentlflc School (Yalo), 
18; Stei\ens Institute, 16; Louisiana 
State Uofiveral'ty, 9 ; Worroesrter Poly- 
technic, 7; University of Minnesota, 
6; Brooklyn Polytechnic, 6; Univer- 
sity of CaliforniM. 6; Purdue, 6; 
Mldhlgan AcrlouHural Collage. 4; 
Oblo State CoHege, 4; West V)r|ginia 
ITnlvenrtty, 2; Oregon Agrloultnral 
College, 2; and Missouri University, 
Montana State Agricultural CoUege 
and Colorado SchooJ of Mines, 1 
each. Holy Cross College, of Wnr- 
ceeter, leads in the receipt of acaii 
emlc soholars, bavtnc 22; the Cath 
olie University has 19. Notre Dame 
University IS. Fordluun 16. and ihe 
others are dlstitlMited amording to 
the proportieii of appUeants enceess- 
ful in the academic examinations. 
The scholars come from all States in 
the Union. New York leading with 
61, Massachusetts having 49, Penn- 
sylvania 22, Connecticut 18, New 
Jersey 16, Indiana 14, Louisiana 8, 
Mit«ouri 7, Minnesota 6, and Cali- 
fornia 6. 

While the Knights asked no quea- 
tloas ooncerning rellgioas aidllatloni 
of applicants, all denominations are 
represented among tbe sebolars. 
Catholic being less tlian SO per cent, 
of the- total. The nasnoe of scholars 
attending one college are typical. 
Brooklyn Polytechnic has Barrett, 
Norwl^, Finkolstein, O'BrI'm and 
Perslsteln. It Is eeUnksited that the 
cost of giving these men a full 
courss wfll be over 11,000,000. 
These scholarsblps. with the K. of 
C. denMbilltsd men's teebnlcal 
schools now operated by scores of 
K. of C. subordinate councils, will 
brlni; the expenditure for the 
Knights' educational branch of r*?- 
con<nruction work into multiple 
mlllioins. The Kni^ts have no 
strings on the stuMvts excepting 
they most keep sbreast with studies. 
Many footbaH and other atMetie 
stars are numbered among them, In- 
cluding Capt. Tim Callahan, of Yale. 
President Hndley, of Tale, has de- 
scribed the plan as "an admirable 
work of reeon"»tructioB" and Presi- 
dent Ira N. HolHs, of Worcester 
Polytechnic, congratulated the 
Knisrhts for "going absad without 
red tape and witttont Imposing all 
kinds of rsstmetiens." .

Sometbimes the methods 
used and the stories printed are 
not pleasing to everyone, and the 
poor old Hcnald gets Into hot 
water. Two years ago (Charles J. 
Cronan. the Democratic candidate 
for Mayor, fenced the Herald man- 
agement to retract in a threatened 
libel suit and now comes Senatoi 
Starling Marshall, Democratic Sen 
ator of Henderson and Webster 
counties, with a roast and arruif;n- 
ment of tbe Herald tacticK. In a 
dispatch ot November 17 the Her- 
ald stated tbat Senator Marshall 
would aid the Republican oarty In 
the Seuate, and his 8ui>port w(^jld 
give the Republicans a nin jority be- 
cause Of tbe fact that Lieut. Gov. 
Ballard would have the decldmg 
vote In a tie, the tie being made by 
.Marshall voting with the Republi- 
cans. Senator Marshall called the 
Herald and called It quickly on this 
Htutement, and the following ex- 
tracts Irom the Henderson Glean* r 
(loosn t soiiml like he viv.x v -ry wt-\\ 
pleased with tho Herald propa- 
ganda : 

"Editor Gleaner: In the Monday 
edltlt^ there appeared In tbe Louis- 
ville Herald an article, written by 

its editor, Mr. Edward A. Jonas, in- 
dicaCing that In me a new convert 
had been made by Republicanism, 
and that I had practically moved 
bag and baggage Into the Republi- 
can camp. This information, com- 
ing as it did through a Republican 
paper, will hardly be given credence 
by my Democratic friends, but for 
fear of some misunderstanding of 
my political attitude I feel called 
upon to state tbat the Herald ar- 
ticle was an alm«]st total misrepre- 
sentation of my position. I w<sh to 
say that in the first place Mr. jonaH 
bad no POLITI0AL intervUiw with 
ate. I met him casual'y nnd dis- 
cussed music and dramatic art. Of 
course we touched the inevitable 
subject of politics, and I told him 
I would support any good nlll lit 
tbe coming ses8l<|n and would b«( 
no objectionist In legislative mat- 
ters. How Mr. Jonas could have 
misinterpreted my statements as he 
quoted me In the Herald Is b^Ond 
my understanding. 

"Henderson Is well knowu to be 
a dry town, and if previous to our 
meeting he bad broken away from 
his well knohm temperance moor- 
ings and proeared from some un- 
known source enough booze to In- 
spire such an article I have no 
knowledge of the fact. I do recall 
that while talking he did ask mo If 
any contraband goods wore proc»;r- 
ahle In the town and I answered 
him In the negative. So 1 attribute 
his misunderstanding and conse- 
quent n Isrepresentatlon of my po- 
litical attitude not to any liquid 
stimulus but to bis psrtlsan gall 
and highly trained imagination.
